Senator Osborn iIntroduced his congres-
slonal reapportionment bill in the Senate
yesterday. The bill, as stated in yesterday
morning's Jcurnal, provides for five

changes In the present districts and leaves
the remainder as they are at present, ex-

cept In eases where one district has a pop-
- ulation much larger than that of a con-
tiguous district and a county is taken from

the larger and added to the smaller one
for the purpose of equalization.

. The greatest change contemplated s in
the Third district, which, by adding Jeffer-
son and Lawrenca and cutting off Wash-
ington and Dubols, becomes Republican.
Lawrence is taken from the Second and
Jefferson from the Fourth and Dubois is
given to the Second and Washington te the
Fourth. Warren is taken from the Tenth
and added to the Ninth. Johnson is taken
from the Seventna and added to the Fourth,
Jeaving Marion county a district by itself.
Pectaur is taken from the Fourth and

gdded to the Sixth, and Adams i3 taken

from the Eighth and added to the Twelfth.
The First, Fifth, Eleventh and Thirteenth
districts remain unchanged.

The apportionment contemplated in the
bill §s based upon the population according
to the census of 1900,

THEY ARE DESCRIBED AS NERVE
SAPPERS OF THE RAILROADS.

Purchasing Department of the L. E. &
W. to Go to Cleveland—=0Others to
Remain in Indianapolis.

&>

In connection with the reports of rail-
road consolidation and of the several ex-
press companies the report now comes
that it has been fully decided to place on
the absorption list all private car lines,
freight officials alleging that they sap the

vitality of the railroaes. The concerns
composing the Chicago beef combination,
most of the packing housges, including
Kingan & Co., of this city, have their own
refrigerator cars in service, and there is
the fruit car service, which came into ex-
istenceé within the last two or three years,
those of the carriage manufacturers and
various other industries. It Is said the
railway magnates have their eyes on these
parasites, and If those already existing are

not absorbed effective measures will be
adopted to check further growth. The

greatest of all the wheels within wheels
is the Pullman Palace Car Company, capl-

talized at $74,000,000, and selling at bet-

ter than $200 per share, disbursing an-
nually large dividends. It is stated that

the financial syndlcates which are con-
trolling the railroad propertles have not

yet hit upon a plan to handle that money-
swallowing institution, but those on the

inside .predlct its ultimate absorption by
the railroads sooner or later. It should
be =alid, hov.rewr, that the Pullman sys-

tem has a strong grip on the railroads,
and as the control is vested in the hands

of the men who are most active in pro-
moting the community of ownership prop-
osition care will be taken to deal ten-
derly with the parties most interested. The

roads that are operating their own sleep-
ing cars realize a profit which they could
not were the lines operated by the Pull-
man company. In this connection it should
be said, however, that many of the high
officials of the more Important roads are
large stockholders of the FPullman com-
pany.

Changes on the Lake Erie & Western.

On March 1 the purchasing department
of the Lake Erie & Western will be re-
moved from Indianapolis to Cleveland, and

Willlam ¥F. Goltra, who has been pur-
chasing agent of the Lake Erle & West-
ern, will remove to Cleveland and take
the position of chief clerk of F. H. Green,
purchasing agent ol the Lake Shore road,
which now controls the Lake Erle &
Western. The clerical force of “Mr, Goltra
at Indlanapolis will be retained In the
other departments which have headquar-
ters at this point. Further, it is stated
officially that it is not the intention to
transfer any other department located at
Indlanapolis to Cleveland, but it was
thought advisable that the purchasing de-

partment should be more closely allied
with the Lake Shore at Cleveland. While
Mr. Goltra regrets leaving Indianapolis,
going to Cleveland places him In the line
of promotion, which will be doubtless of
benefit to him. The Lake Erie & West-
ern will be greatly fmproved during the
present season: already 17,000 tons of new
steel has been purchased and the fas-
tenings for the same. The new steel will
weigh seventy-five pounds to the yard,
and it is the intention, says President
Newman, to place the Lake Erie & West-
ern in condition to compare favorably with
tne best roads crossing Ohlo, Indlana and
Iilinoi=.

BILLS INTRODUCED BY SENATORS
FAIRBANKS AND BEVERIDGE.

H. H. Hanna to Appear Before the
House Committee on Curreney-—

Spanish Treaty Ratified,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 —Senator Fair-
banks to-day introduced a bill to erect a
public buillding at Hammond at a cost
limit of $100,000; also, a bill pensioning
Elizabeth Broadhead, widow of Richard
McCormick, captain Company H, Fifteenth
Indiana, at $60 monthly.

Senator Beverldge to-day introduced a
bill increasing the pension of Merritt C.
Walsh, Company H, Third Indiana, in the
Mexican war; captain Company D, Seventh
Indiana, and colonel One-hundred-and-for-
ty-sixth Indiana, to $30 monthly. Also, a
blll authorizing the War Department to is-
sue a certificate of honorable discharge to
Henry T. Phillips, Company G, One-hun-
dred-and-twenty-fourth Indiana. It seems
he was never mustered into the service,
though he served from November, 1863, to
March, 1865. The bill {s accompanied by a
letter from his brother, Lewis Phillips, of
Noblesville, explaining the peculiar circum-
stances of the case. Also, a bill authoriz-
ing the War Department to {ssue a certifi-
cate of honorable discharge to Willlam D.
Hamilton, Company A, Fifty-fifth Indiana,
who served in 1862, but whose name does
not appear on the rolls of the regiment.

Mr. H. H. Hanna is here. He will

SPANISH TREATY RATIFIED.

PDons Will Get 5100,000 for Two

Islands of the Philippine Groap.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The Senate to-
day, in executive session, ratified the treaty
with Spain for the acquisition of the islands
of Sibutu and Cagoyan of the Philippine
group, at a cost of 3100,000. There were no
voles to spare, a two-thirds vote being
needed and the voting standing 238 to 19.
In the debate prior to ratification a number
of senators manifested a disposition to op-
pose the further acquisition of Oriental ter-
ritory. Senalors Lodge and Chandler spoke
in behalf of the treaty, and Senators Bacon,
Money and Pettigrew in opposition. Sena-

tor Lodge, specaking for the committee on
foreign relations, sald that the treaty was
made necessary by the fallure to include
the islands in Sibutu and Cagovan in the
original negotiation by which we acquired
the Philipplnes, and that It was necessary
to acquire them to prevent Germany's get-
ting possession of them. Thelr acquisition
by any foreign power, he sald, would be an
awkward clrcumstance for the United
ftates, and added that there was not a har-
bor on the coast of any of them and there
could be no object in any other country
taking them. They also charged that, as
the islands are in the 8Sulu group, their
population is polygamous, and also that
glavery exist= on the islands. Senator Pet-
tigrew sald the new acquisitions were near-
er the Islands of Boreno than to any of the
other islands of the Pacific group, and he
argued that if we are to purchase Cagoyan
and Sibutu for the defense of our existing
possessions, we might soon expect to hear
of the necessity of purchasing Borneo for
the protection of Cagoyan and Sibutu.

The Senate committee on Indian affairs
to-day made fts report on the Indian bill
The committee recommends the ircrease
of the total appropriation to the extent
of $575,000, making a total of 39,570,526,

The Olmsted resolution fproposing a
limitation of suffrage In case of disfran-
chisement of voters was taken up by the
House committee on census yesterday. The
proposition was discussed generally and a
resolution adopted to ask the director of
the census for a statement of the male
population, white and black, above voting
age In the various States and the extent
of illfteracy and disability In each class.

The conferees on the army reorganiza-
tion bill began their efforts to reach a
conciusion yesterday.
